Toronto,..Dec, 18.,—The latest re- 
turnes in the Victory Loan show a 
total of 782,714 subscribers, or one 
subscriber to every ten people in Can- 
ada.

A draft act has been submitted to 
Premier. Stewart and his cabinet un- 
der the title of “The Mothers’ Allow- 
ance act,” and it is expected that act- 
ion will be taken on it when the house 
meets again, Manitoba alredy *has 
such a law on its books, and a mothers 
On | petision bill is before the legislature 
of Saskatchewan. Alberta, with quite 
as great need, it is said, as the other 
provinces, will be asked to take similar 
action. 

The proposed act is intended to sec- 
ure some dégree of assistance from 
the state for mothers called upon to 
bear the full burden of rearing their 
children. It provides for the admin- 
istration of this aid by duly constitu- 
ted local boards of public welfare, or 
similar organizations in any town or 
municipality, and the classes of moth- 
ers whom it is intended to assist are 
stated as “a widowed mother’ who 
would otherwise be unable properly 
to care for the family: or mother 
whose husband is in the asylum for 
the insane, or in prison; or is suffer- 
ing from an incurable disease,” or 
any grandmother, aunt or other fe- 
male relative considered by the board 
to be the proper person to take care 
of the child.” 

The draft act then reads that 
“there shall be paid to mothers out of 
the consolidated revenue funds of the 
province such allowance, subject to 
the right of disallowance by the Min 
ister as shall from time to time be 
settled upon by the Board, to enable 
the mothers to mainain their homes 
and to rear and educate their children 
in a proper home enviornment.” 

The scale of allowance is to be set 
by the Lieutenant governor in Coun- 
cil, and by the same authority the 
necessary rules and regulations for 
carrying out the act will be enforced. 
The Minister may disallow any act of 
a local board, ‘and penalties are pro- 
vided for frauds. In purpose and eff- 
ect the Mothers’ Allowances. Act will 
be a recognition of the public service 
the mothers of Alberta are rendering 
in the care and training of a rising 
generation.

(Expetinental Farm Note) 

The qhestion of suitable shelters for 
stock daring the winter is important 
from the double standpoint of cash 
expenditure for such shelter, and the 
effect of the shelter, if any, in secur- 
ing larger gains on stock for feed con- 
sumed. 

Where attempts are made in this 
western country to provide shelter for 
all classes of stock, the money expen- 
ded in buildings totals a considerable 
amount, and is withdrawn from the 
capital available for turnover in the 
stock itself. Whether or not stock 
make increased gains with expensive 
shelter is a question asked by every 
beginner, and one which, if possible 
to answer it in the negative will make 
it much easier for many people to be- 
gin operations on a considerable scale 
with livestock, 

For several years horses, particular- 
ly the idle work horses, have -been 
wintered in the open at the Lacombe 
| [Experimental Station. Certain seas- 
ons, these horses have had access to 
the straw stacks and the run of pas- 
ture which had not been closely ecat- 
en the preceding season. In every 
|such instance the horses have done 
| remarkably well, in most cases coming 

in carrying more weight than when 
turned out in the fall. In the winter 
1911—12 all the horses made gains in 
weight, some increasing as much as 
seventy pounds during the coldest win- 
ter months. It is necessary to see 
that water in accesible, and that salt 
is provided at regular intervals. The 
usual charge made by those who take 
horses for the winter in this way is one 
| dollar per head per month with salt 
| provided by the owner of the horses 

; Even where it is not possible to 
| provide for the wintering of horses in 
this manner, it has been demonstrated 
| that horses will come through in bet- 
ter condition by wintering in the open 
on the home farm, sheltered by a bluff 
or corral fence, then if kept in the 
| stable continuously or even during the 
night only. With prairie hay valued 
at $5.00 per ton nad grain at one 
cent per Ib, the cost of wintering dur- 
ing one of the most extreme winters 
|that have been experienced in the La- 
combe district has been 11.47 cents 
per day per horse, Every horse includ- 
ed in this gest made an increase of 
weight and went into spring work 
| with more vigour and life than those 
few horses which were kept in the 
stable and worked lightiy during the 
winter. 

Experiments have also been conduct- 
ed at Lacomb to determine’ the 
relative economy of gains as between 
steers fed for beef in the open, shelter- 
ed by a corral fence, and in comfort- 
able barns. The average results of 
these tests for two years indicate 4 
saving in the feed cost of producing 
beef of $2.84 per head, in favor of 
outside feeding. This figure does not 
take into consideration the extra a- 
bour involved in inside feeding nor 
the interest on the money invested in 
buildings. 

Nature provides beef cattle in this 
country with a heavy under-coat, and 
since the climate is not moist, cattle 
are able to stand the colder temper- 
atures in the open better than the 
warm moist air of the barns, no mat- 
ter how well ventilated. Cattle are 
itchy and restless for a month or six 
weeks after first being stabled, where- 
as in the open they continue to thrive 
\from the beginning. 

Feed is economized by the use of 
|feed racks which hold a load of hay 
jat a time. These feed racks are six 
jfeet wide by thirty two feet lonc, 
posts seven feet apart. A two by 
six inch stringer on its edge is run 
|along the centre of the rack 22 inches 
from the ground. This st-inger car- 
ries the bottom of the t o-inch by 


two-inch pieces which form the side 
of the rack, and which are placc!] on 
six inch centres. The upper encs of 


the two inch by two inch are fastened 
to the centre two-inch by six-inch 
which forms part of the upper side of 
the rack. One of these racks will 
hold 1% to 1% tons of hay, Grain 
tables about three feet high and 
thilrty to thirty-six inches in width 
with a two-inch by six-inch piece bev- 
elled and sloping outward to form the 
sides will be found most satisfactory 
for the fecding of chop. These wide, 
low tables permit of the cattle feeding 
from both sides and if the stock are de 
horned there is little crowding or 
fighting for grain. 

lt is advisable to bed the corrals 
thoroughly. Labor is economized 
by being able to clean the corrals at 
one time in the spring or summer 
when the rush of work is not 
us great as at other seasons of the 
year; also by being able to feed suffi- 
cient hay at one time to last for days 
provided the rack accommodation is 
sufficient. The efficiency per man for 
the feeding of cattle in the open is 
many times multiplied as compared 
with his capacity for feeding inside. 

After some years’ experience in the 
handling of sheep, it has been tho-

corral fenced with a six of seven 
foot high board fence, is the best 
shelter possible. If the shed is shing- 
gled it will also prove. serviceable 
particularly if the lambs do not ar- 
rive until the Middle of April. 

The “A” type of cabin for wintering 
hogs has been used at Lacombe both 
for fattening and breeding stock, for 
the past three years; with excellent 
results. No moisture collects on the 
roof of these cabins and not a single 
instance of rheumatism has developed 
in the large numbers of swine so win- 
tered. Extra protection for winter is 


] Provided by, fencing the cabins in 


line within a foot of the woven wire 
fence a foot apart. The spaces at 
the north and between the cabins are 
then filed with straw, the straw being 
up to the top of the roof of the cab- 
ins. 

It appears that such shelter is much 
more satisfactory, both as to the 
health of the hogs, and as to economy 
of labor in taking care of them, than 
are expensive hog houses. 


EARLY PULLETS VS. OLD HENS 
FOR EGGS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

For profitable early winter egg pro- 
duction the early hatched pullet is 
three times better than the late pull- 
et, four times better than the yearling 
and thirty times better than the ‘aged’ 
hen. 

Early pullets are best for winter 
eggs. This has been demonstrated 
‘many times. The Poultry Division, 
Experimental Farm has collected fig- 
ures for several years and when the 
three months (Noverber, December 
and January) only are taken into 
consideration the relative profitable- 
ness of the fonr ages is as noted 
above. If the six winter :nonths were 
considered the contrast would not be 
so striking for the hens and the late 
pullets were just beginning to lay 
when the experiment closed. How- 
ever, if eggs alone are to be consider- 
ed we cannot afford to feed birds until 
towards spring before they produce. 
Even if desired for breeding it is a 
question if, with the high price of 
feed, we had not better rely upon the 
well matured pullet for hatching eggs 
next spring rather than feed hens that 
will not produce or only at a loss. Cer- 
tainly there is no excuse whatever for 
keeping in our poultry houses late 
pullets whose eggs cost more than 
they are worth, and birds that are 
absolutely useless as breeders. 

This summary is of results that 
extend over four years and are taken 
from several of the farms of the sys- 
tem so that the figures will indicate 
fairly well what may be expected for 
these three months. 

These figures show that early pul- 
ets (hatched before May 1st) produce- 
ed eggs at a cost of feed of 18.3 cents. 
The late pullets (hatched after May 
15th) at a cost of 56 cents. The old 
hens at a cost of 72.2 cents and for 
very dozen eggs lad by the hens in the 
aged class the cost of feed was $5.73. 

Again these facts should be empha- 
sized (1) that for profitable egg pro- 
duction birds should lay before Feb- 
ruary. (2) Early well matured pul- 
lets art the only birds that may be 
expected to do this, (3) Late pullets 
as a rule will not pay to keep. (4) 
If we have a good flock of early pullets 
for the time being depend on them for 
breeding. (6) It is a national ioss to 
keep birds that eat a dollar’s worth of 
feed to produce fifty cents worth of 
eggs.

Final Appeal Judge 


Gives Ruling on 
Exemption of Farmers 


Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- 
clares it is Essential that there shall be No - Es 
Diminution in Agricultural Production. 


Ottawa.) 


Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he céases to 


be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
gnid: 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry- 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
under the prc\isions of the Military Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : 


“(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country and under the present conditions, there 
should be no diminution in agricultural production. 


“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
but actually is deficient. 


“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
plicant, a competent person, who had been habitually 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. 


“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The sole 
ground of them is that the national interest is the better 
served by keeping these men at home. The supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble 
shows, this policy of the Military Service Act is found- 
ed) that leads the State to take men by compulsion and 
put them in the fighting line requires that men shall be < 
kept at home who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the State to maintain the full efficiency of the com- 
batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 
others not: within the class called out.”
